Gaws PLANTS is more than a business at our nurseries. 
Each plant listed in the following pages is grown in our own nur- 
series at Weston and Hopkinton (with the exception of the hybrid 
roses and some fruits). 

Our greatest pride lies in the fact that we raise this large variety 
of plants under more difficult and trying conditions than exist in 
other parts of our country. We do this because we wish to sell 
acclimatized material that is grown close to the home owner. 

Plants in themselves can survive a great deal of mistreatment, 
but will not recover quickly from the shock of transplanting if they 
are grown in milder climates or if they are left out of the ground for 
any length of time. After transplanting, a plant is susceptible to 
many prey, and unless it can come back soon, it becomes a burden 
and a hardship to the owner who expected pleasure from it when 
it was purchased. 

Because we are keenly interested in everything that grows is an 
additional reason why we grow this great variety of plants. We love 
plants and are forever on the lookout for new and more beautiful 
varieties. 

The tremendous increase in demand for locally-grown plants has 
caused our nursery to continually expand its acreage. In 1944 we 
purchased 375 acres of land in Hopkinton, and since then have 
added even more for the sole purpose of growing plants. This land 
is situated in rolling country and some of it is 500 feet above sea 
level. Because of the rough and rocky terrain, much of the land is 
impossible to cultivate. The Department of Soil Conservation for 
Middlesex County is cooperating with us for the purpose of con- 
trolling soil erosion. Every field is planted on the contour and 
excess water is carried off by terraces and diversion ditches, some 
into irrigation ponds. The result of this tremendous undertaking 
has already been proven in the growth of our plants during the first 
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two drought years. About 75 acres are already planted in this 
interesting manner. 

In addition to the planting and land development, we are 
operating three propagation greenhouses that were recently built 
along with an office and workshop. Mr. and Mrs. Peter Mezitt, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Edmund Mezitt and family, now live in homes 
recently built on “‘the hill.” 

Many of the plants you order are now grown in Hopkinton. 
Dogwood, azaleas, yews, rhododendrons, and mountain laurel are 
raised on these hillsides and are a memorable sight when in bloom. 
Many of our customers have visited this Hopkinton nursery and 
they are thrilled with both the plants and the distant views from 
the hilltop. Unfortunately, we cannot yet fill all orders for plants 
from the Hopkinton nurseries, and so we do not maintain a sales 
force there. We do have a salesman on hand, however, and you may 
select your specimen plants if you so desire. 

Imagine a field of ten thousand laurel in bloom, or a similar 
field of azaleas, rhododendron, or dogwood — all against a setting 
of distant towns and hillsides. Come out for a visit at flowering 
time and your trip will be well rewarded. 

YOU WILL REACH US by automobile via Route 135: (1) from 
Hopkinton Village drive east about 4 mile, turn left on Frankland 
Street, turn immediately left on Phipps Street, see our office on 
right; (2) from Ashland Village drive west about 3 miles, turn right 
on Peach Street running into Frankland Street, turn left on Phipps 
Street to office. 

You will want to see ‘‘Lucky Rock,” for more than 50 years the 
starting place of the famous 19th of April Marathon Race. It is 
on our property and may be seen from Route 135, between Hop- 
kinton and Frankland Street.

The growth of horticultural interest in America has necessitated 
broader cultivation of plant varieties and the development of new 
forms. The following listed plants are representative of the entire 
ornamental shrub group and individually have their place as speci- 
mens or as a part of the flowering shrub border. You will find them 
hardy and readily adjustable to your garden or home landscape 
and a never-ending source of pleasure in flower color and ornamen- 
tal fruits. 

All shrubs, except Azaleas and those marked B & B, will be dug 
bare-rooted and wrapped in moist hay or other material unless 
otherwise notified. During late spring and summer, when in leaf or 
flower, these shrubs should be balled and burlapped.

Together with the 
Rhododendron, Mountainlaurel Kalmia is the most beautiful 
flowering hardy evergreen known. It flowers when young and 
makes a fine specimen in almost any garden location. 

The picture above is a plant of the Dexter Selections we acquired 
a few years ago. We are raising a number of plants of this strain, 
but since it takes about ten years to grow a plant to two feet tall, 
we are not listing deep pink Kalmia in our catalogue yet. Among 
our extensive fields are many pink Mountainlaurel which can 
be selected by interested customers during flowering time. How- 
ever, the color will fade to nearly white if the plants are planted 
in shade, and unless one understands this fact, he may be sorely 


disappointed at flowering time.

We believe the chrysanthemum offers to home gardens more real 
flower value than any other plant. 


We recommend planting chrysanthemums during the early 
part of the summer, rather than waiting until they are in bloom. 
The plants develop and flower better if they are planted before the 
flower buds develop, and they become better established to survive 
the winter. (However, chrysanthemums may be planted successfully 
even when in full bloom.) Once in the garden proper they can be 
pinched back, staked, fertilized and watered, to suit the garden in 
which they will display their beauty during the long autumn season.
